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AB The title concrete compn. contains cement, coarse aggregate, 
fine aggregate, coarse fly ash contg. .ltoreq.10 wt.% 
fine particles having diam. . ltoreq.20 .mu.m, and water, wherein 
the content of the coarse fly ash is 20-200 kg per 1 

m3 of the concrete compn. The compaction time is shortens and the surface 
of concrete products can be smoothened. 
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
